An act to amend Sections 4648.4, 4681.3, 4681.6, 4688.21, 4689.8,
4691.9, and 4860, and to add Sections 4681.2, 4690.7, 4795, and 4796
to, theWelfare and I nstitutions Code, relating to devel opmental services.

LEGISLATIVE COUNSEL’S DIGEST

SB 1, as amended, Beall. Developmental services: funding.

(1) TheLanterman Developmental Disabilities ServicesAct requires
the State Department of Developmental Services to contract with
regiona centers to provide services and supports to individuals with
developmental disabilities. Under existing law, the regional centers
purchase needed servicesfor individual swith developmental disabilities
through approved service providersor arrange for those servicesthrough
other publicly funded agencies. The annual-budget Budget Act also
appropriates fundsto the department to fund regional center operations.

This bill would require the department, subject to an appropriation
by the Legidlature for these purposes, to increase the funding paid to a
regional center for the regional center’s operating budget by 10%, and
to increase funding to enable the regional center and theregional center’s
purchase-of-service vendors to fund certain costs related to minimum
wage requirements. The bill would also require the department to
develop a 10-year financia sustainability plan to ensure that the state’s
community-based devel opmental services system effectively servesall
individuals with developmental disabilities.
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(2) Existing law establishes specified rates to be paid to certain
service providers and the rates to be paid for certain developmental
services. Existing law requires that rates to be paid to other
developmental service providers either be set by the department or
negotiated between the regional center and the service provider.

Thishill would increasethe rates established by existing law by 10%,
as specified, and would require a 10% increase to the rates set by the
department and the rates negotiated between regional centersand service
providers, as specified.

(b) Notwithstanding any other provision of this article, for the
1997-98 fiscal year, the rate schedul e authorized by the department
in operation on June 30, 1997, shall be increased based upon the
amount appropriated in the Budget Act of 1997 for that purpose.
The increase shall be applied as a percentage, and the percentage
shall be the samefor all providers.

(c) Notwithstanding any other provision of this article, for the
199899 fiscal year, the rate schedul e authorized by the department
in operation on June 30, 1998, shall be increased commencing July
1, 1998, based upon the amount appropriated in the Budget Act
of 1998 for that purpose. The increase shall be applied as a
percentage, and the percentage shall be the samefor all providers.

(d) Notwithstanding any other provision of this article, for the
199899 fiscal year, the rate schedul e authorized by the department
in operation on December 31, 1998, shall be increased January 1,
1999, based upon the cost-of-living adjustments in the
Supplemental Security Income/State Supplementary Program for
the Aged, Blind, and Disabled appropriated in the Budget Act of
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1998 for that purpose. Theincrease shall be applied asapercentage
and the percentage shall be the same for al providers.

(e) Notwithstanding any other provision of this article, for the
1999-2000 fiscal year, the rate schedule authorized by the
department in operation on June 30, 1999, shall be increased July
1, 1999, based upon the amount appropriated in the Budget Act
of 1999 for that purpose. The increase shall be applied as a
percentage and the percentage shall be the same for all providers.

(f) Inaddition, commencing January 1, 2000, any funds available
from cost-of-living adjustments in the Supplemental Security
Income/State Supplementary Payment (SSI/SSP) for the 19992000
fiscal year shall be used to further increase the community care
facility rate. Theincrease shall be applied as a percentage, and the
percentage shall be the same for all providers.

(9) Notwithstanding any other-prevision-eftaw-orregutation;
law, for the 200607 fiscal year, therate schedulein effect on June
30, 2006, shall be increased on July 1, 2006, by 3 percent, subject
to funds specifically appropriated for this increase in the Budget
Act of 2006. Theincrease shall be applied as a percentage and the
percentage shall be the same for all providers. Any subsequent
increase shall be governed by Sections 4681.5 and 4681.6.

(h) Notwithstanding any other law, for the 201516 fiscal year,
the rate schedule and rates set by the department that are in effect
on June 30, 2015, shall be increased by 10 percent, subject to
funds specifically appropriated for this purpose. Theincrease shall
be applied as a percentage and the percentage shall be the same
for all providers. The increase required by this subdivision shall
be in addition to the rate changes required by Chapter 23 of the
Satutes of 2015.

Section 4681.6 of the Welfare and Institutions Code
isamended to read:

4681.6. (a) Notwithstanding any other law, commencing July
1, 2008:

(1) A regional center shall not pay an existing residential service
provider, for serviceswhere for which rates are determined through
a negotiation between the regiona center and the provider, arate
higher than the rate in effect on June 30, 2008, unlessthe increase
isrequired by acontract between the regional center and the vendor
that is in effect on June 30, 2008, or the regional center
demonstrates that the approval is necessary to protect the
consumer’s health or safety and the department has granted prior
written authorization.

(c) Notwithstanding subdivision (@), commencing July 1, 2015,
regional centers may negotiate a rate adjustment with residential
service providers regarding rates that are otherwise restricted
pursuant to subdivision (a), if the adjustment is necessary to
implement Article 1.5 (commencing with Section 245) of Chapter
1 of Part 1 of Division 2 of the Labor Code, as added by Chapter
317 of the Statutes of 2014. The rate adjustment may be applied
only if aminimum of 24 hours or three days of paid sick |eave per
year was not a benefit provided to employees as of June 30, 2015,
and shall be specific to payroll costs associated with any increase
necessary to compensate an employee up to a maximum of 24
hours or three days of paid sick leave in each year of employment.

(d) Notwithstanding subdivision (a), and subject to an
appropriation of funds by the Legidlature for these purposes,
regional centers shall increase the rates paid to residential service
providers, for services—where for which rates are determined
through a negotiation between the regional center and the provider,
by 10 percent above the levels that otherwise would have been in
effect on the effective date of the act that added this subdivision.

SEC. 5. Section 4688.21 of the Welfare and Institutions Code
is amended to read:

4688.21. (a) The Legidature places a high priority on
opportunities for adults with developmental disabilitiesto choose
and customize day services to meet their individualized needs,
have opportunities to further the development or maintenance of
employment and volunteer activities; direct their services; pursue
postsecondary education; and increase their ability to lead
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integrated and inclusive lives. To further these goals, a consumer
may choose atailored day service or vouchered community-based
training service, in lieu of any other regional center vendored day
program, look-alike day program, supported employment program,
or work activity program.

(b) (1) A tallored day service shall do both of the following:

(A) Include an individualized service design, as determined
through the individual program plan (IPP) and approved by the
regional center, that maximizes the consumer’s individualized
choices and needs. This service design may include, but may not
be limited to, the following:

(i) Fewer days or hours than in the program’s approved day
program, look-alike day program, supported employment program,
or work activity program design.

(i) Flexibility in the duration and intensity of services to meet
the consumer’s individualized needs.

(B) Encourage opportunities to further the development or
maintenance of employment, volunteer activities, or pursuit of
postsecondary education; maximize consumer direction of the
service; and increase the consumer’s ability to lead an integrated
and inclusive life.

(2) The type and amount of tailored day service shall be
determined through the IPP process, pursuant to Section 4646.
The IPP shall contain, but not be limited to, the following:

(A) A detailed description of the consumer’s individualized
choices and needs and how these choices and needs will be met.

(B) The type and amount of services and staffing needed to
meet the consumer’sindividualized choices and needs, and unique
health and safety and other needs.

(3) Thestaffing requirementsset forth in Section 55756 of Title
17 of the California Code of Regulations and subdivision (r) of
Section 4851 of this code shall not apply to atailored day service.

(4) For currently vendored programs wishing to offer atailored
day service option, the regional center shall vendor atailored day
service option upon negotiating a rate and maximum units of
service design that includes, but is not limited to, the following:

(A) A daily or hourly rate and maximum units of service design
that does not exceed the equivalent cost of four days per week of
the vendor’s current rate, if the vendor has a daily day program
rate.
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(B) A rate and maximum units of service design that does not
exceed the equivalent cost of four-fifths of the hours of the vendor’s
current rate, if the vendor has an hourly rate.

(5) Theregiona center shall ensure that the vendor is capable
of complying with, and will comply with, the consumer’s IPP,
individual choice, and health and safety needs.

(6) For new programs wishing to offer atailored day service
option, theregional center shall vendor atailored day service option
upon negotiating arate and maximum units of servicedesign. The
rate paid to the new vendor shall not exceed four-fifths of the
temporary payment rate or the median rate, whichever isapplicable.

(7) Notwithstanding any other law, and subject to an
appropriation of funds by the Legislature for these purposes, the
rates paid to tailored day service providers shall be increased by
10 percent above the levels that otherwise would have been in
effect on the effective date of the act that added this paragraph.

(8) Effectiveduly 1, 2011, and prior to thetime of development,
review, or modification of aconsumer’s| PP, regional centersshall
provide information about tailored day service to eligible adult
consumers. A consumer may regquest information about tailored
day servicesfrom the regional center at any time and may request
an | PP meeting to secure those services.

(© (1) A vouchered community-based training service is
defined as a consumer-directed service that assists the consumer
in the development of skills required for community integrated
employment or participation in volunteer activities, or both, and
the assistance necessary for the consumer to secure employment
or volunteer positions or pursue secondary education.

(2) Implementation of vouchered community-based training
service is contingent upon the approval of the federal Centers for
Medicare and Medicaid Services.

(3) Vouchered community-based training service shall be
provided in natural environmentsin the community, separate from
the consumer’s residence.

(4) A consumer, parent, or conservator vendored asavouchered
community-based training service shall utilize the services of a
financial management services (FMS) entity. The regional center
shall provide information about available financial management
services and shall assist the consumer in selecting a FM S vendor
to act as coemployer.
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(5) A parent or conservator shall not be the direct support worker
employed by the vouchered community-based training service
vendor.

(6) If the direct support worker is required to transport the
consumer, the vouchered community-based training service vendor
shall verify that the direct support worker can transport the
consumer safely and has a valid California driver’s license and
proof of insurance.

(7) (A) The rate for vouchered community-based training
service shall not exceed thirteen dollars and forty-seven cents
($13.47) per hour. The rate includes employer-related taxes and
al transportation needed to implement the service, except as
described in paragraph (8). The rate does not include the cost of
the FMS.

(B) Notwithstanding subparagraph (A), and subject to an
appropriation of funds by the Legislature for these purposes, the
rate described in subparagraph (A) shall be fourteen dollars and
eighty-two cents ($14.82) per hour.

(8 A consumer vendored as a vouchered community-based
training service shall aso be eligible for aregional center-funded
bus pass, if appropriate and needed.

(9) Vouchered community-based training service shal belimited
to amaximum of 150 hours per quarter. The servicesto be provided
and the service hours shall be documented in the consumer’s | PP.

(d) The department may adopt emergency regulations for
taillored day service or vouchered community-based training
service. The adoption, amendment, repeal, or readoption of a
regulation authorized by this subdivision is deemed to be necessary
for the immediate preservation of the public peace, health and
safety, or general welfare, for purposes of Sections 11346.1 and
11349.6 of the Government Code, and the department is hereby
exempted from the requirement that it describe specific facts
showing the need for immediate action.

(d) Notwithstanding subdivision (a), commencing July 1, 2015,
regional centers may negotiate a rate adjustment with existing
service providers for services for which rates are determined
through negotiation between the regional center and the provider,
if the adjustment is necessary to implement Article 1.5
(commencing with Section 245) of Chapter 1 of Part 1 of Division
2 of the Labor Code, as added by Chapter 317 of the Statutes of
2014. The rate adjustment may be applied only if a minimum of
24 hours or three days of paid sick |eave per year was not a benefit
provided to employees as of June 30, 2015, and shall be specific
to payroll costs associated with any increase necessary to
compensate an employee up to a maximum of 24 hours or three
days of paid sick leave in each year of employment.

() Notwithstanding subdivision (a), and subject to an
appropriation of funds by the Legidlature for these purposes,
regional centers shall increase the rates paid to service providers,
for services-where for which rates are determined through a
negotiation between the regional center and the provider, by 10
percent above the levels that otherwise would have been in effect
on the effective date of the act that added this subdivision.

(f) Thissection shall not apply to those servicesfor which rates
are determined by the State Department of Health Care Services,
or the State Department of Developmental Services, or are usual
and customary.

Code, to read:

4795. (@) Thedepartment shall, subject to an appropriation of
funds by the Legidlature for these purposes, increase the funding
provided to a regional center for the regional center’s operating
budget by 10 percent above the levels that otherwise would have
been in effect on the effective date of the act that added this section.

(b) The department shall, subject to an appropriation of funds
by the Legidaturefor these purposes, increase the funding provided
to a regional center to enable the regional center and regional
center’s purchase-of-service vendors to fund all of the following
costs associated with minimum wage requirements:
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(1) The costsreeessary to comply with a statewide minimum
wage requirement.

(2) The costs—eeessary to comply with minimum wage
requirements enacted by local governments that exceed the
statewide minimum wage.

(3) The coststeeessary to increase compensation for exempt,
salaried employees to comply with wage orders issued by the
Industrial Welfare Commission or any other state regulatory
agency.

(4) Any other wage adjustments that vendors are required to
make in response to minimum wage increases mandated by state
or federal statutes, regulations, or other authorities.

4796. The department shall develop a 10-year financia
sustainability plan to ensure that the state’'s community-based
developmental services system effectively serves all individuals
with developmental disabilities.

SEC. 11. Section 4860 of the Welfare and Institutions Code is
amended to read:

4860. () (1) (A) Thehourly rate for supported employment
services provided to consumers receiving individualized services
shall be thirty dollars and eighty-two cents ($30.82).

(B) Notwithstanding subparagraph (A), and subject to an
appropriation of funds by the Legislature for these purposes, the
rate described in subparagraph (A) shall bethirty-threedollarsand
ninety cents ($33.90).

(2) Job coach hours spent in travel to consumer worksites may
be reimbursable for individualized services only when the job
coach travels from the vendor’s headquarters to the consumer’s
worksite or from one consumer’s worksite to another, and only
when the travel is one way.

(b) (1) Thehourly ratefor group servicesshall bethirty dollars
and eighty-two cents ($30.82), regardless of the number of
consumers served in the group. Consumers in a group shall be
scheduled to start and end work at the same time, unless an
exception that takes into consi deration the consumer’s compensated
work schedule is approved in advance by the regional center. The
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department, in consultation with stakeholders, shall adopt
regulations to define the appropriate grounds for granting these
exceptions. When the number of consumers in a supported
employment placement group drops to fewer than the minimum
required in subdivision (r) of Section 4851, the regional center
may terminate funding for the group servicesin that group, unless,
within 90 days, the program provider adds one or more regional
centers, or Department of Rehabilitation-funded supported
employment consumers to the group.

(2) Notwithstanding paragraph (1), and subject to an
appropriation of funds by the Legislature for these purposes, the
rate described in paragraph (1) shall be thirty-three dollars and
ninety cents ($33.90).

(c) Job coaching hours for group services shall be allocated on
aprorated basis between aregiona center and the Department of
Rehabilitation when regiona center and Department of
Rehabilitation consumers are served in the same group.

(d) When Section 4855 applies, fees shall be authorized for the
following:

(1) (A) A three-hundred-sixty-dollar ($360) fee shall be paid
to the program provider upon intake of aconsumer into asupported
employment program. No fee shal be paid if that consumer
compl eted a supported employment intake process with that same
supported employment program within the previous 12 months.

(B) Notwithstanding subparagraph (A), and subject to an
appropriation of funds by the Legislature for these purposes, the
fee described in subparagraph (A) shall be
three-hundred-ninety-six-deHars three hundred ninety-six dollars
($396).

(2) (A) A seven-hundred-twenty-dollar ($720) feeshall bepaid
upon placement of aconsumer in an integrated job, except that no
fee shall be paid if that consumer is placed with another consumer
or consumers assigned to the samejob coach during the same hours
of employment.

(B) Notwithstanding subparagraph (A), and subject to an
appropriation of funds by the Legislature for these purposes, the
fee described in subparagraph (A) shall be

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(3) (A) A seven-hundred-twenty-dollar ($720) fee shall be paid
after a90-day retention of a consumer in ajob, except that no fee
shall be paid if that consumer has been placed with another
consumer or consumers, assigned to the same job coach during
the same hours of employment.

(B) Notwithstanding subparagraph (A), and subject to an
appropriation of funds by the Legislature for these purposes, the
fee described in subparagraph (A) shall be

(e) Notwithstanding paragraph (4) of subdivision (a) of Section
4648, the regional center shall pay the supported employment
program rates established by this section.

SEC. 12. The rate increases for developmental services
required by this act shall supplement, and not supplant, increases
to those rates made by the Budget Act of 2015 and Chapter 23 of
the Statutes of 2015.
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
